For the first time in years, 
the student activities budget 
was. approved before school 
started. e 

But it wasn’t easy because 


two previously submitted , 


budgets were torn to shreds 
in committee during the 
summer. 

Every school year begins 


_ with the problem of a 


justifiable student activities 
budget. ‘ 

This budget must try to 
satisfy individual clubs. 
However, there are still 
some clubs who feel they 
have been cut too much. 

Every club was asked to 
fill out a line form. This is a 
form on which they must 
justify uses of funds they 
have requested. 

Most clubs were alloted 
amounts close to those 
amounts they requested. 
However, some clubs were 
cut drastically because the 
school’s president felt that 
those clubs requests were 
totally unreasonable. 

One club requested funds 
in the amount of $1,400.00 but 
only was alloted $450. It was 

_ thought that because of low 


membership and _ totally 


extra curricular activity a 
maximum of $25.00 per 
member must be set. 

This budget must be 
practical and feasible for the 
United Student Government 
and the Student Activities 
Director. 

Jim Starke, USG 
President and Mr. R. Bruce 
MacGregor, Coordinator of 
Student Activities have 
worked hard on this year’s 
budget. _ 

‘But their work has just 
begun for they are already 


receiving many complaints 
on this year’s budget. During 
an interview Jim Starke 
said, ‘It’s going tobe hard to 
work with!” 

The budget approved for 
the 1977-78 school year was 
achieved mainly by dividing 
clubs and organizations into 
categories of their im- 
portance to the students. 

1. Curriculum Clubs which 
are of educational value to 
the students. 

2. Clubs which are 
educational but not 
necessarily part of the 
curriculum. 

3.. Extra curricular ac- 
tivity clubs. 

4. Sport Clubs working 
toward Varsity Sports. 

Thanks to Doug Garner 
and Jim Starke this system 
satisfied the administration. 

Funds for the “student 
activities budget rely mainly 
on the student activity fee of 
$25.00 per semester for every 
full-time student. Part-time 
students pay a $2.00 fee per 
activity, The expected 
amount of student activities 
fee for 1977-78 is the amount 
of $120,500.00. 

Traditionally, there is a 
maintained Regional and 
National Post Season 
Tourney Fund. The carry 
over amount for this year is 
$7,000.00. 

Projected revenue from 
basketball gate receipts is 
$1,000.00. : 

Therefore, the total 
projected revenue for the 
1977-78 student activities 
budget is $128,500.00. 

Most importantly of all, 
this budget must meet the 
approval of the School’s 
President. For he has the 
concern of what is 
educationally beneficial for 
every student at Broome CC.

The interest of several 
other 
denominations on the 
campus at Broome Com- 
munity College has brought 
about an investigation by the 
Board of Trustees as to the 
legal guidelines that a 
religious sect must practice 
in a public institution. 

The Church of Jesus Christ 


of Latter Day _ Saints 
(Mormon), and the Council 
of Churches are the 


denominations- which have 
expressed the opportunity to 
have representation here at 
Broome Community College. 
Because of these interests, 
Dr. Peter Blomerly, 
President of Broome 
Community College and the 


Bulletin: 


The Broome Community 
College Board of Trustees 
enacted the following 
proposals for use of campus 
facilities for religious 
purposes on Thursday, Sept. 
23; ee 


These are the nine enacted 
proposals: 


1. The~Broome Com- 
munity College Board of 
Trustees accepts the in- 
volvement of all religious 
‘denominations with our 
students in concert with the 
College’s other programs 
where such involvement 
does not conflict with ‘the 
College’s educational func- 
tion. 


2. Space, on an assigned 
and scheduled basis, may be 
made available by _the 
College Administration to 
any religious denomination 
for the purpose of individual 
student counselling. All such 
counselling must be at the 
student’s request. 


3. College facilities, in- 
cluding buildings, grounds, 
supplies and equipment shall 
not be made available to any 
person, group-~ or 
organization for the purpose 
of conducting — religious 
services or observances on a 
recurring or regularly- 
scheduled basis. 
Recognizing that the 
requirement of attending 
classes on days of special 
religious significance may 
prohibit or impede the right 
of religious freedom under 
the ist Amendment, upon the 
request of a recognized 
student organization or a 
group of students 
representing- a_ significant 
segment of the College 

‘population, the College 
Administration may, in its 
reasonable discretion and on 
a case-by-base basis, 
authorize the use of College 


space for the limited purpose | 


of conducting religious 
services or observances on 
days of generally recognized 
special religious 
significance such as those 


Board of Trustees have 
coordinated an investigation 
-as to the proper guidelines a 
religious group must follow

campus. 
This controversial issue 
-has been turned over to the 
County Attorneys to analyze 
the legal aspects and to aid 
in the assistance of arriving 
at proper guidelines with the 
Board of Trustees. A 
decision was te have been 
made last- week but the 
results and subsequent 
proposals were not available 
at press time. 


Although the outcome of 
this issue was not known at 
press time, there are several 
important facts which must 
influence the decision. The 
existence of Catholicism has

however, that such 
authorization shall be fur- 
ther limited to days when the 
College is in active session. 


4. The authorization to use 
College space for the pur- 
poses set forth in 
Paragraphs 2 and 3 above 
shall be, granted by the 
College Administration on a 
non-discriminatory _ basis, 
and such authorization shall 
not be deemed ‘to imply 
official College support, 
approval or disapproval of 
any particular religion, 
denomination or faith.

Firstly, the Southern Tier 
is made up of the Triple 
Cities-Binghamton, Johnson 
City and Endicott. The 
Broome campus is on Rt. 11, 
Front St., on the North Side 
of Binghamton. Johnson City 
and Endicott are both gotten 
to from the BCC campus by 
taking Route 17, expressway 
west. There are entrances to 
both Rts. 17 and 81 very near 
‘to BCC. 

Binghamton is the hub of 
the Southern Tier. Located 
south of Syracuse and just 
north of the Pa._ border, 
Bingo Town is the com- 
mercial, cultural, and 
educational center of 
southern New York.

league, since their creation a 
few years back. 

If deep culture is your bag, 
try The Forum or the 
Roberson Center for the Arts 
and Sciences. Created: a 
couple years back, by a 
concerned group of citizens, 
The Forum has presented a 
number of off-Broadway 
hits, and presents a regular 
variety of events. 


Roberson Center, located 
on Front St. in the city, has 
many relics and artifacts 
from the city’s past. Housed 
mainly in the former home 
of the Roberson family, a big 
name in Binghamton’s hey- 
day, the Center has ex- 
panded in recent years to 
include a large planetarium:
